T h e m ost spirited debate of the ses­ 
sion was over the question of license 
preachers, and lasted for m ore than an 
hour.

considerably 
Increases the jurisdiction and discre­ 
tion of district conferences. 
Ten thousand dollars was subscribed 
to the su p eran n u ated investm ent fund 
of $100,000. 
The announcem ent was 
m ade th at future subscriptions to this 
fund should be sen t to D. C. Si ales, at 
N ashville, Tenn. 
A resolution was adopted th at na­ 
tional officers, who failed of re-election, 
be allowed salaries until the meeting 
of the annual conferences, unless in 
the m eantim e they accept private em ­ 
ploym ent a t salaries. 
T he question of creating the order 
of deaconnesses w as taken up and an 
in terestin g debate w as started. 
In th e course of 
the 
debate W. R. 
W ebb of Tennessee, in advocating the 
m inority in favor of the creation of the 
order, com plim ented in 
the 
highest 
term s the Catholic church for its or­ 
d er of sister of charity and the work 
they do. 
H is views 
w ere 
endorsed by Mr. 
A dam s of the South Georgia confer­ 
ence. 
T he conference 
then 
ordered the 
previous question. 
The vote was im­ 
m ediately taken, and the m inority re­ 
port adopted. 130 to 38. and the O rder 
of Deaconess© of the M ethodist Epis­ 
copal Church, South, w as created. 
T he present Indications are the con­ 
ference will be brought to a close by 
Tuesday.

PAUNCE FOTE 
DEAD. 
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J AME S & CASTLES

W ashington. Way 24.—Lord Paunce- 
fote, the British am bassador to 
the 
United States, died at 6:30 o’clock this 
m orning. 
About 2 o’clock a. rn. he 
suddenly developed a very weakened 
h eart condition, and a consultation of 
his physicians was called. 
They were 
unable to rally him and he died peace­ 
fully, not having regained conscious­ 
ness from the sleep he fell iuto during 
th e n ig h t 
His family and part of the 
embassy staff were at 
the 
bedside 


w hen death came* 
'The netts of Lord Pauncefote’s death 
w as brought to Secretary of State Hay 
to the W hite House shortly after 9 
o ’clock, and he spent some time with 
the president considering w hat action 
would be taken by this government. 
After the conference it 
was 
a n ­ 
nounced that the president would call 
at the British embassy Immediately af­ 
ter the unveiling ceremonies to offer 
personal condolences and to ascertain 
the wishes of Lord Pauncefote's family 
In regard to further plans. 
T he pres­ 
ident also sent a letter of condolence 
to Lady Pauncefote. 
Im m ediately after the unveiling cer­ 
emonies the flag on the W hite House 
was placed at half mast. 


Americana and French Join In Cereal* 
Blea Over Marahal de Boohambaaa, 
W ashington. May 24.— The president 
c f the United States, joined with offi­ 
cial representatives of the F rench re­ 
public In the unveiling of the statu e oi 
M arshal de R ocham bueau,com patriot ol 
W ashington, and 
eommander-in-chiel 
of the French forces in Am erica dur­ 
in g the revolutionary war, Saturday. 
It waB an event combining m any dem ­ 
onstratio n s of international good will, 
with F rench sailors from the battle­ 
ship 
Gaulois 
m ingling 
their cheer* 
with A m erican blue jackets. 
French 
flags entw ining their folds with stars 
and stripes and 
with 
oratory 
and 
m usic expressive of Franco-American 
friendship. 
T he cerem ony of unveiling was fix 
ed for l l o’clock a. rn., but long be 
fore th at hour the streets were filled 
with m arching men and with a great 
crowd eager to witness the exercises 
and review. 
A battalion of French seam en ar 
rived by spec ial train from Annapolis 
early in the day, anil headed by the 
crack band from the French battleship 
swudg 
through Pennsylvania avenue 
to Lafayette square, w here the shroud 
ed figure of the French field m a rs h s 1 
aw aited the signal for unveiling. 
American soldiers, sailors" and m a­ 
rines already had assembled and gave 
their French brothers i s arm s a heart* | 
welcome. 
The American troops were 
under. 
con’m iind of Major General 
S. 
R 
Young aud embraced a battalion of en-; 
gineers, a battalion of sailors and m a­ 
rines, with the m arine band, a b a tta l- 1 
ion bf cavalry and field artillery, and 
a brigade of national guardsm en from ( 
the District of Columbia, representing 
ail the various branches of t h e , United 
States m ilitary and naval service. 
President Roosevelt and m em bers of 
his cabinet arrived at the reviewing 
stand shortly before ll 
o’clock 
and 
took a position immediately facing the 
draped figure. 
Alongside the presi­ 
dential party sat the French ambassa- 1 
dor, M. Cambon. (leneral Brugere. Vice 
Admiral F ournier and other 
distin- i 
guished representatives of the French 
government, 
and 
also 
Count 
and 
Countess De Rochambeau. and Count j 
De Lafayette, descendants of 
gallant 
soldiers who fought w’ith W ashington. J 
Rev. Dr. Stafford delivered an im ­ 
pressive opening prayer. 
At its c o n - . 
elusion President Roosevelt stepped to 
the front of the platform and extended 
a generous welcome to the 
F rench 
guests. 
As the president closed his re- j 
m arks, Countess De Rocham beau drew 
aside the veils enveloping the figure.! 
bringing into view the massive bronze 
proportions of the famous F re n c h com- , 
m ander, standing proudly erect w i t h . 
arm outstretched, 
directing the 
fo r-j 
tunes of war on the field of Yorktown. 
A great cheer went up 
from 
th e, 
Frenchm en and Americans alike, and 
at the same in stan t the m arine band 
broke into the inspiring strains of the j 
Marselaise. 
As the French national hym n died 
away A m bassador Cambon escorted to 
the front of the platform the youthful 
sculptor, M. H am ar. who executed the 
statue. 
Then the ambassador, speak­ 
ing in French, delivered a brief ad ­ 
dress. 
Following A m bassador Cambon, ad ­ 
dresses were delivered by Gen. Horace 
Porter, United States A m bassador to 
France. Senator Iaodge and Gen. B ru­ 
gere of the French army. 
Bishop Sat- 
terlee brought the ceremonies to a 
close with benediction, and the French 
and American forces passed in review 
before the president.
